COUNTRIES PROM AN INTENSIPIED AND BALANCED 
EXCHANGE IN ALL PIELDS; 

CONPIRMING THEIR COMMITMENT TO THE OBJECTIVES

IN VIEW OP THE CLAIMOP ALL COUNTRIES TO

HAVE RESOLVED THE POLLOWING JOINT DECLARATION ON THE 
OCCASION OP PRESIDENT GEISEL'S OPPICIAL VISIT TO THE

(1) BOTH SIDES ARE AGREED IN THE INTENTION TO PERPECT 
AND DEEPEN THEIR MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING AND COOPERATION 
AND TO INTENSITY THEIR EXCHANGE OP VIEWS ON MATTERS 
OP MUTUAL INTEREST ON THE BASIS OP THE PIRM AND

CULTURAL AGREEMENT OF JUNE 9, 1969, AND OF THE
